‘Cardiff will arrive in Aus- 
tralia on June 6 and play 
twice in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne and also appear in 
Adelaide, Brisbane, New- 
castle and Perth. 

They will then make a six- 
match tour of New Zealand. 

The Australian Federation’s 
tours sub-committe decided to 
sponsor Cardiff City’s visit at 
its meeting in Melbourne 
last weekend. 

Cardiff City were original- 
ly invited by New Zealand, 
but as the New Zealanders 
were unable to sponsor the 
visit by themselves, they 
turned to Australia for fin- 
ancial assistance. 

NZFA delegates flew to 
Melbourne last weekend and 
offered the ASF such favor- 
able terms that it could not 
possibly refuse. 

The Welshmen will receive 
substantially Jess than the 
$2,500 per match asked for 
by Munchen 1860 — a de- 


cisive factor because W.D. 
and H.O. Wills won’t be 
sponsoring any tours this 
year. 


The financial terms are so 
attractive that the ASF and 
the States should make a 
substantial profit even if Car- 
diff City fail to attract very 
large crowds. 


JOHN CHARLES

Charles, though semi-retired, 
is the one Welsh player with 
a world-wide reputation, and 
his presence would boost 
Cardiff's drawing-power. 
By reaching the semifinals 


of the Buropean Cup-Winners’ 
Cup this year — after beat- 
ing Torpedo Moscow Car- 
diff succeeded where fellow- 
British teams, Tottenham and 
Aberdeen failed. 

If Cardiff eliminate Ham- 
burger SV of West Germany 
they will become the sixth 
British club to reach the final 
of a European club compet- 
ition. 

Cardiff met Hamburger SV 
in their first leg match at 
Hamburg yesterday (Wednes- 
day) and will play the return 
match at Ninian Park, their 
home ground, on May 1.

Seedings, dates and other 
organisational problems have 
had to be faced by the State 
Federations, whose secretaries, 
at this busy stage of the sea- 
son when their local compet- 
itions are getting under way, 
have more than enough on 
their plates already. 

The result has been chaos 
in every State, except NSW. 

NSW Federation secretary, 
Aulden Brown, we are pleas- 
ed to report, has the Sydney 
section of the Australia Cup 
firmly under control. 

Dates and venues for all

Brazil, Colombia Olympic qualifiers 

The six-week long South American pre-

Brazil and Colombia topped their groups and 
have qualified for Mexico. In the final, which had 
no bearing, Brazil beat Colombia 3-0 in front of 
45,000 spectators. The Colombians had never 
qualified for the Olympics before. 


Asian Youth Tournament 

The 10th Asian Youth Tournament starts in 
Seoul, South Korea, next Thursday. The following 
countries are taking part; South Korea, Nationalist 
China, South Vietnam, Singapore, Japan, Malaysia, 
Philippines, Hong Kong, India, Thailand, Indo- 
nesia, Burma and Israel. South Korea, Burma and 
Israel are the favorites. The final will be played 
on May 16. 


Rappan Cup 

The Rappan Cup, Europe’s major summer 
competition, will include 18 clubs this year. They 
have been split into the following six groups:
